MONEY LONG IN 


Idea That Th!» Particular Medium of 


Currency Is New, IB Erro- 


roneous. 


Paper money — properly guaranteed 


—is now generally recognized through- 
out tho world as the most satisfactory 
and convenient form ot currency- It 
Is not, however, na Is very generally 
supposed, a comparatively modern 
Idea. 
The celebrated traveler, I.Sarco Pau- 


lo of Venice, was the first person to 
announce to Europe the existence of 
paper money in China under the mo- 
guls. It was subsequently Introduced 
by the moguls into Persia, where 
their notes were called 
djaou, 
or 


djaw, a word evidently derived from 
the Chinese word BChalo, signifying 
'a want oS specie." 
, 


The fact of the moguls having in 


China and Persia made use of paper 
money has induced the 
belief 
that 


they were the originators of It. 
But 


in the history of Tchtngbiz-khnn and 
of the mogul dynasty in China, pub- 
lished in the yaar 1739, the author 
speaks of the suppression of the pa- 
per money, which was in use under 
the dynasty of the Soung, who reigned 
In China previous to the moguls, and 
he also mentions a new species of 
notes which were substituted for the 
old in the year 1264. 


The original financial speculation of 


the Chinese ministry to provide for 
the extraordinary expenditures of the 
state, which were exceeding the reve- 
nues, was in the year 119 B. C. At 
this period were introduced the phi-pi, ^ 
or value in skins. These were small 
pieces ot the skin o£ deer, which were 
kept in a pen within the palace walls. 
They wore a Chinese square foot in 
size and were beautifully ornamented 
with painting and embroidery. 
The 


price ot those skins was fixed at » 
sum equal to about $35.

Line of Swiftest Descent. 


What is the line of swiftest descent? 


j To any one not acquainted with the 


laws of higher mathematics a proposi- 
tion such as this would appear nbsurd. 
the 
most obvious answer being 
n. 


straight line. 
However, it has been 


proved by mathematicians that the 
Hue of swiftest descent Is a curve call- 
ed the cycloid. It is this curve thnt the 
engle unconsciously utilizes In his won- 
derfully swift swoop to his prey. The 
analysis of the curve is simply a 
straight line motion combined with a 
circular motion. 1'ue best Illustration 
showing this is a cartwheel as It rolls 
along the ground. Any point on the 
rim ot the wheel is describing n cy- 
cloid, and no point Is at any tmie de- 
scribing a circle or going In a straight 
line. A peculiar thing Is deduced from 
this knowledge, and that Is that no 
point on the rim of a wheel roliiu^ 
on a surface goes round the center of 
the wheel, for the center Is describing 
a straight line, and all tho points on 
the rim arc describing cycloids; thus 
as no circular motion exists, the state- 
ment holds.—New York Press.

His next attempt was 
an elegy upon his grandmother, who 
hnd just died, written at the request of 
bis grandfather. 
When it tvas written 


the old :ntvn put 10 shillings inco tbe 
boy's hand and said, "There; that is 
the first money you have ever earned 
by your poetry, and, take my word 
for It, it wiU be the last"—Weatmln- 
eter Gazette.
